Im «cxpcncnccd in the unusual degree 
of heaftH dispensed to It» inhabitants, 
and in, the rich abundance with which 
the earth hai rewarded the iabottrs be* 
stowed on lu.# Jn the successful culti­ 
vation of other brunchcs of industry »and 
in the progress of general improvement 
favourable to the national prosperity, 
thore is just occasion, also, for ©Ur mu­ 
tual congratulation# and thankfulness. 


Wtith these blessings are necessarily 
mingled tl\e pressure# and'viciasitudes 
incidental to the state of war« into which' 
the U. S. have been forced by the per­ 
severance 6f a foreign power, in its sys- 
item of injustice and uggres&iori.. 


Previous to its declaration, it was 
deemed proper, as a measure of pre­ 
caution and foreeast, that a considerable 
force should be placed in the Michigan 
territory, with a general view to its se­ 
curity, and in the event of war, to such 
operations in the uppermost Canada as 
would intercept the hostile irfttucnco of 
Great »Britain over the savages, obtain 
the command of the lake on which that 
part of Canada borders, and maintain 
co-operating relations with sych forces 
us might be most conveniently employ­ 
ed against other parts. Brig. Gen. Hull 
was charged with this provisional ser­ 
vice 1 having under his command abody 
of troops composed of regulars and vo** 
luntecrs from the state of Ohio. 
Hav­ 
ing reached his destination after his 
knowledge of the war, and ’ possessing 
discretionary authority to act offensive­ 
ly, he passed into the neighbouring ter­ 
ritory of the enemy« with a prospect of 
easy and victorious progress. The ex­ 
pedition nevertheless terminated uofor* * 
tunately,not only in a retreat to the town 
and fort of Detroit, but in the surrender 
ofboth, and of the gallant corps com­ 
manded by that bfficer. The causes of 
this painful reverse will be investigated 
by a military tribunal. 


A distinguished feature in the opera­ 
tions which preceded and followed this 
adverse event, is the use made by our 
enemy of the merciless savages under 
their influence. 
Whilst the benevolent 
policy of the UlS. invariably recommend­ 
ed peace, and promoted civilization a- 
mong that wrctchedportion ofthe human 
race, and was making exertions to dis* 
suade them from taking either side * in 
the war, the enemy has not scrupled to 
call to Bis aid their ruthless ferocity, 
ar*>ed with the horrors of those inntruf 
ents of carnage and torture, which are 
own to spare neither age nor sen. In 
is outrage against the laws of honora- 
bleSvar, and against the feelings sacred 
to humanily* the British commanders 
cannot resort to a plea of retaliation ; for 
it is committed in the face of our exam 
pie. They cannot mitigate it, by calling 
it a self-defence again&t men in arms i 
for it embraces the most shocking 
butcheries of defenceless families. Nor 
can it be pretended that th<fy are not an­ 
swerable for the attrocities perpetrat­ 
ed ; since the savages are employed 
with a knowledge, and even with me­ 
naces, that theirfiury could not be con­ 
trolled. 
Such Is the spectacle which 
the deputed authorities of a nation boost­ 
ing its religion ancNvnorality, have not 
been «* -taained from presenting to an 
enlightened age* 


The misfortune at Detroit, was not, 
however, without a consoling effect. It 
was followed by signal proofs, that the 
national spirit rises according to the 
pressure on it. The loss of at} import* 
ant post, and the brave men surrender- 
ed\with it, inspired every where new 
ardour and determination. In the States 
and districts least remote, it was no 
sooner known, than every citizen was 
ready to fly with his arms, at once to 
protect his brethren against the blood­ 
thirsty savages let loose by the enemy 
on an extensive frontier ; and to con­ 
vert a partial calamity into a source o f 
invigorated efforts. 


This patriotic zeal, which it Was ne­ 
cessary rather to limit than to, texcife, 
has embodied an ample force from the 
States of Kentucky and Ohio, and from 
parts of Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
It 
is placed with the addition of a few re­ 
gular#,under the command of Brig.Gen. 
Harrison, who possesses the entire con­ 
fidence of his CelJow-soldiers, among 
whom ire cidzenl|some of them volun­ 
teers in the ranks, nc.t less distinguish*

Should the present season not admit of 
complete success, the progress made 
will ensure for the next a naval ascen­ 
dency, where it is essential to our per­ 
manent peace With, tod controul over 
the savages.
